Shkrman, Tox.. Oct. 29.— Yesterday 
afternoon at 5 :46 o'clock a weU doflned 
tornado f<»m«l In Sqnlrrel Creek bot- 
tom, four miles west of tlic villuKc of 
Farmingtou and about l<i(» miks south- 
west of this city. Parties wlio s;iw it at 
its inception say that out of a seetliiug, 
tumbling mass of inky clouds a fannel 
ihaped col«mn descended until it 
toaohed tlie earth and then it began to 
more northeaetward accompanied by 
the utnal terrific crash and roar as it 
tore through the bottonia, uprooting 
large trees and d( ludlishing everything 
ill its patli wliicli for the first mile or 
two was 30 or 40 yards in width. 

The first house it is known to have 
struck was on the Oeorge Duke farm, 
one mile west of Howe and about five 
miles from the starting point. No one 
was hurt at this place. 

From this point until it struck the 
Jim Fanrit farm, two miles south of this 
pity, a distance of perhaps two miles, it 
ia known to have risen and descended 
Mveral times and what damage it did 
has not been aacertainiKl. Several par- 
ties have gone to that Hwtion, but it m ill 
be several hours before definite informa- 
tion can he had. 

At the Farris place a tenant Iiut occu- 
pied by a fiunily iiaiMi'd Ilaycs was lii- 
erally torn to piece.-i, and cviVy nu iiiln r 
of the family wiTe nun-r <,r 1( >"> injurrd. 
Hayes is thouplit to he latally hurt. 

The patli of the storm lay at h ast a 
mile and a half east of the city, but the 
cloudburst which accompanied it was 
furious in the eastern sul)urbs of the 
city. The houses as far down as Cleve- 
land avonui- are niud-Itcspattered, the 
same as was the case during the great 
Ptorm of May 1"). After (earing down a 
vacant house east of the t'lein Witcli 
place on till' Bonham road, about a mile 
east of Collegi' Park suburl), the cloud 
rose iu the uir and weut a distance of 
two miles, when it descended again. 

DAMAGE DONE IN NEW ORLEANS. 

One Fcr«ou Killed and a Vaitt Aiuouut of 
Property DMtrojred. 
St. Louu, Oct. M.— A special to Tlie 
Republic fhnn New Orleans says a se- 
vere rain, wind and thuiulerstcrni, 
which passed over Mew Orleans yester- 
day, caused one death and did other 
damage. 

The lightning, which was very heavy, 
struck five houses. Albert Trahnia, an 
occupant of one of them, was struck 
and in.-tantly killed. 

A largt! number of trees wi>rt' blown 
down and houses weri' unroofed.

MAKING SILHOUETTES. 



Some Imtmctlon In the Art of Pvodae- 

iiiir TIk'Hv 0I<I Tiiue I'nvorltei. 

Even ill tl:e I'lilifihti ii( d days when 
the i;rt of j)lKito;,'raiihy lias advanced so 
very near to jjerfection there are still 
Koujo ol<l fashioned people who cliug 
with fondness to these silhouettes. One 
great thing in their favor is that the 
It a-t clrvi r among nsuiay, with a little 
patii'iH (■ and a steady liaiid, find in tlic lu 
a asiiig recreatidu and soon bceome 
adroit iu their execution. But tliere 
may be some of our young readers who 
scarcely kuow what a silhouette is, and 
SQch unenlightened persons we will en- 
deavor briefly to iuf-truet in the almost 
forgotten art. A few .sheets? of drawing 
Ijapi r, a peueil and a lamp ar(^ all tlie 
e.sj<ntiula needed to commeuce opera- 
tions. 

The operator first fixes a sheet of pa- 
per to the wall by inserting a pin in 
each corner. Tlim the pi i.-oii whose 
likeness, or Billiouette, is to be taken 
is seated iu a chair close to the wall in 
such a position as to throw a distinct 
shadow of his profile (as near life aiae 
as possible) on the center of the paper. 
To secure steadiness a wine glass or 
some .sueli support is placed betwetii his 
liead and tlio wall — for tlie sliKlitest 
moTcmeut often causes failure. Having 
arranged these matters satisfactorily, the 
operator proceeds to sketch with a pen- 
cil the head and profile of the sitter, 
and this requires a steady hand and 
some dispatch, as it is no easy matter 
to sit in one position for a great length 
of time perfectly motionless. When the 
sketch is concluded, little skill will be 
needed to biiug the task to an end. The 
operator has only with a sharp penknife 
to cut ont the head in the Hue of the 
pencil mark. The center part is then 
thrown aside and the other paper laid 
ou a piece of black cloth, wliich throws 
out the features boldly, and if sufficient 
care has been taken a atr iking likeness 
will ba tba wwanL— Bappjr Thooghta.

The next point decided ia that a ballot 
marked with a lead pencil inatead of 
with ink and stencil is valid and must be 
ounted, and further, tliat marks, blurs 
or blots on the ballot that appear to be 
accidental are inch distinguishing marks 
aa will invalidate the ballot It the aten- 
cil mark should be made just outside the 
fi inare that contains the party device or 
j u-it outside the little sijuare opposite any 
one eandidate'a name, it doea not invali- 
date the ballot and it ahonld be counted, 
that is if the mark is near enou<rh to the 
device or square to leave no doubt aa to 
the voter's Intention.
